VU,  but 
for  thoroughbred,  sccarsluscholiur.  ifbeu 
a  young  graduate  once  complOxtiti  to 
Daniel  Webster  that  the  professions  were 
all  lull  sad  that  there  was  no  room  left  for 
Mm,  the  great  lawyer  and  statesman  simply 
rrpLed,  "There  is  always  room  a.t  tbs 
top  young  wan  I"  Now  the  difficulty  ia 
our  America  is,  that  while  we  are  all 
pretty  well”  educated,  very  few  of  u*  are 
lint- rat  ere  and  carry  all  the  guns  we  might. 
We  forget  that  if  a  uiau  does  not  know  a 
thing  accurately  he  positively  does  not 
know  it  ail.  It  is  only  now  aud  theu  that 
we  lauch  a  really  solid,  suWsUulial  scholar 
complete  in  all  points,  into,  the  world. 
Look  at  Congress  to  day!  Look  anywhere  ! 
At  long  interva's,  Way  land.  Webster,  Han 
croft,  Choate,  Prescott,  C banning,  Long¬ 
fellow,  Sumner,  Motley,  Lowell—  eud 
then  a  whole  parterre  of  semi-intellectual 
peacocks  ouly  strutting  about  on  cxhlbt- 
non.  with  a  few  line  feathers  awmqiug 
along  the  dusty  highways  of  learning.  1* 
it  uot  amar-ing,  that  since  IMS,  there  has 
hardly  graduaul  from  any  American  col 
lege  a  man  who  ha*  yet  made  any  great 
mark  either  as  alswyer,  an  orator,  a  anile*- 
man,  a  poet,  a  preacher,  an  essayist  or  au 
hutoriau  f  In  all  the  eclences  we  have 
done  nolily,  but  if  is  really  time  for  us  to 
show  butter  result*  in  otlier  dvp.uiiacut*  oi
